Passengers 
wishing to take advantage need to catch a regular service to Ashford, where they can board the high¬ 
speed train to London. Journey time from Ashford to London St Pancras is scheduled at 37 minutes. 
Preview services start on Monday, June 29, with tickets priced at £26.60 for a single fare.

AN AUDIT report revealing 
alleged misconduct at Deal Town 
Council has been released into the 
public domain. 

The decision by Bill Gardner, the Mayor of 
Deal, follows months of pressure from local 
Tories and Liberal Democrats to publish the 
document in full. 

Cllr Gardner has repeatedly defended his 
policy of keeping the report under wraps, 
citing legal issues and solicitors’ advice not to 
publish the document until an unfair dis¬ 
missal claim by former deputy town clerk 
Stella Leitner was dealt with. 

But last week, councillors agreed to settle at 
a £20,000 payment to Mrs Leitner, allowing 
the mayor to release the document. 

Negotiations are under way with insurers as 
to how much of that sum the council must pay. 

Cllr Gardner said: “As the Mayor of Deal, I 
have over the last three months come under a 
lot of criticism, which I believe has been total¬ 
ly unfair, over my handling of the East Kent 
Audit Report into the running of Deal Town 
Council following the resignation of our previ¬ 
ous deputy town clerk. 

“A lot of people asked me to release this 
report even though they knew this was legally 
impossible. 

“When Paul Turner [from the East Kent 
Audit Partnership] gave me the draft for 
checking, he made it very clear that until the

where the art 
is for Christine

ARTIST Christine Finn has 
just completed the third 
year of an ambitious project 
which saw her family home 
transformed into a living 
exhibit. 

What began as a cathartic exercise 
in dealing with the loss of both her 
parents was transformed into an 
investigation of the building where 
forgotten items told the story of the 
home and those who lived in it. 

Christine - who is also an archae¬ 
ologist and a journalist - used her 
disciplines to enable visitors to see 
everyday things in a new light. 

The wall space left behind when a 
kitchen cupboard was removed or 
random objects on a mantelpiece 
assumed a new importance for those 
visitors who came through the door 
when the home was opened up as 
part of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects Architecture Week in 
2007. 

Christine said: “My father died of 
Parkinson’s disease in 2004 and 
around the time of the first anniver¬ 
sary of his death my mother died too. 

“When I came back to Deal every¬ 
one assumed I would sell the house, 
but I began to feel indignant about 
the idea of someone like a developer 
making money out of the house.” 

Christine began to search every 
room and take notice of what was 
there. 

A BBC Radio 3 programme called 
Leaving Home was one of the first 
fruits of her examination of the 
house and its contents. 

“I walked around the house as my 
mother had left it, and the rooms and 
objects revealed their stories,” said 
Christine. 

“I took pictures to record the clear-

ing and storing of all the items. This 
suggested I should stay and revive 
the house as an art installation while 
continuing to live in it. 

“It wasn’t my intention to restore 
the house, just to show the changes it 
had undergone. 

“It was damaged in the Second 
World War and then later by a flood. 

“Doors had been panelled over and 
the exterior pebbledashed. There 
were also polystyrene ceiling tiles. 
These were all things I used to scoff 
at, but now I celebrated them.” 

The following year, Christine gath¬ 
ered objects on a mantelpiece for a 
display, while the latest instalment 
has involved the arrival of a cat 
called Sid and a room which contains 
objects put together at random and 
seen through a plastic sheet. 

“I have found beauty in fragments 
of wallpaper and the 70s colour 
schemes revealed when I took down 
kitchen cupboards,” said Christine. 

“Now I am looking for a gallery to 
house all the objects.”

Move in time 
for park gala

IT’S going to be a tight deadline - 
but members of the Move the 
Miner campaign are confident the 
statue on Dover seafront will be in 
its new location in time for a festi¬ 
val commemorating the county’s 
mining heritage. 

Planning permission has now been sought 
from Dover District Council to relocate the 
sculpture, which is set to be re-erected at the 
entrance to Fowlmead Park on the A258 
between Deal and Sandwich. 

The current location of the statue of the 
miner is along Dover seafront - an incongru¬ 
ous setting, according to members of the cam¬ 
paign to reset it. 

“It’s just in a public garden gazing out to sea, 
which means nothing really,” said Move The 
Miner chairman Gary Cox. 

“We want it to be in a place which people can 
recognise as having something to do with 
mining.” 


The planning application to move the miner 
went in on Monday, June 8, and should be 
decided on by Monday, August 3. 

That would leave just over three weeks for it 
to be moved to its new location in time for the 
festival on Monday, August 31. 

The event is being staged to commemorate 
the 20th anniversary of the closing of the last 
Kent pit. Betteshanger, Tilmanstone, Chislet 
and Snowdown mines were all operational 
during the Kent coalfield’s heyday and 
employed thousands of miners. 

It is their legacy which the festival aims to 
celebrate. 

“We really do want the statue in place for the 
festival,” said Mr Cox. “It would be a great way 
to mark the anniversary. 

“The story of the Kent miner is not finished 
- the pits may have closed, but the communi¬ 
ties remain.” 

The festival, which will take place in 
Fowlmead Park, near the site of Betteshanger 
colliery, will resemble an old-time mining gala. 

Mr Cox said: “Families and other visitors 
will arrive at the site in old-style buses, just as 
they would have done in the past. 

“There will be a brass band and a choir, as 
well as other attractions. We will also be 
attempting to tell the story of mining in Kent. 

“Many children and even older people do not 
know that we ever had coal mines here, and 
sadly the shafts are filled in, most of the build¬ 
ings demolished and the pits capped. 

“So we want to make sure that the story of 
the mines, the men who worked in them and 
the communities which grew up around them 
are not forgotten. That is why we are hoping to 
make this festival an annual event.”

Powered crossings 
have not always 
been so successful 


PREPARATIONS are well under 
way to celebrate 100 years since 
Louis Bleriot’s historic first 
Channel flight and it’s good that 
we will mark the event in July. 

However, cast your mind back to 
1998, the 89th anniversary. 

That was significant because 
Bleriot’s grandson Louis, then 54, 
attempted to re-enact his ances¬ 
tor’s historic moment, in a replica 
Bleriot XI. 

I was in France at dawn on 
Sunday, July 26, 1998, to see the 
attempt fail spectacularly. 

The monoplane had been sat 
under a gazebo in a field to be 
admired for almost two days and 
nights before the weather was 
deemed perfect for the attempt. 

Hundreds of people had been 
allowed to poke and prod the air¬ 
craft for the previous 48 hours and 
at the time I remember thinking 
had this been England we would 
not been allowed quite so close. 

It was, as I recall, around 6am in 
a field a couple of hundred yards 
from the beach (now called 
Bleriot-Plage) that hundreds 
gathered to see the take-off. 

The ‘young 5 Bleriot clambered 
into the cockpit and accelerated

across a field away from the sea, 
into the wind. He lifted off, climbed 
100ft or so, then banked right, 
turning toward the sea. 

And he just continued banking 
right, effectively spiralling toward 
the ground and disappearing 
behind a grass ridge. 

I dashed a couple of hundred 
yards across the field, overtaking 
shocked French spectators, to the 
top of the ridge expecting to see a 
splattered mess. 

Instead I saw Bleriot in a huge 
square lake (some described it as a 
pond) clambering out. 

He had an advantage over his 
grandfather: the plane was stuffed 
with polystyrene to ensure it float¬ 
ed had he ditched in the Channel. 

He never got that far. An undig¬ 
nified end to a brave attempt and 
I remember feeling sorry for this 
adventurer as he sat in a lake on 
the tailpiece waiting to be rescued. 

Let’s hope the Swedish pilot who 
will attempt the same feat on the 
memorial weekend is more suc¬ 
cessful. .. and he keeps the public 
away from his replica. 


Rising to the 
chalengeof 
the Channel

EXACTLY what flashed 
through the mind of Louis 
Bleriot as he approached the 
white cliffs of Dover in 1909 
piloting his primitive mono¬ 
plane is hard to say. 

Most likely it was a mix of elation at 
being the first to make the Channel 
crossing in an aircraft and also relief 
his frail flying machine held together 
just long enough to make the journey. 

The intrepid French inventor and 
adventurer had put everything on the 
line to make the 22-mile crossing from 
Le Barraques near Calais, which 
marked a massive milestone in the 
advancement of aviation. 

As the son of a wealthy fabric manu¬ 
facturer, he had sunk an untold for¬ 
tune into developing a series of 
planes. His own extensive resources 
were amassed through creating car 
headlamps, and the engineering skills 
he learnt in Paris led him to investi¬ 
gate glider-flying. 

Construction 

After producing eight powered flight 
prototypes of varying success, he 
devised the wire-framed Bleriot XI 
which would see him across the 
Channel. Its lightweight construction 
meant it could be easily taken apart 
and prepared for flight in about 30 
minutes. This gave it the edge over 
fierce rivals the Wright Brothers, 
whose planes were reportedly taking 
five or six hours to ready. 


In the world of aviation, it seems the 
old adage that ‘money talks’ is as true 
as it is with any industry. Bleriot was 
spurred on to challenge the Channel 
by a competition in the Daily Mail 
newspaper which was offering £1,000 
to whoever could achieve the 
Channel-hopping feat. 

How hard could it possibly be? 
Given that the Channel had already 
been crossed by a hydrogen balloon 
as long ago as 1785 by American 
doctor John Jeffries, it seemed a real¬ 
istic goal. 

So when you consider just how 
much the prize money was in today’s 
terms (around £100,000), it’s not hard 
to understand Bleriot’s motivation. 


But he was not alone in his ambit¬ 
ions - a fellow Frenchman (of English 
birth) Hubert Latham tried his hand 
at the task but crashed mid-Channel 
and the other contender, French-bom 
aristocrat Charles de Lambert, was 
injured during test flights. 

Proving just what a risky business it 
was, Bleriot himself had burnt his foot 
when one of his test planes crashed. 

However, with single-minded 
determination, the 37-year-old pilot 
set off at about 4.30am on July 25 in 
his fragile-looking plane that rattled 
out 25 horse-power from its three- 
cylinder engine. 

He faced numerous challenges 
en route, including rain, wind and

poor visibility, which almost took him off his 
course entirely. 

He reported in a telegram to the 
Washington Post after losing sight of the 
French destroyer that had been assigned to 
follow his progress that “I am alone. I can 
see nothing at all. For ten minutes I am lost”. 

With more than a little fortune he regained 
his bearings and made a relatively clean 
landing in a time of 37 minutes. 

His achievement was to prove the launch- 
pad for an influential career that saw him 
produce more than 800 aircraft before the 
First World War, though a number of these 
were found to have faults. 

Business 

Ironing out these glitches, he was commis¬ 
sioned to provide more than 5,000 military 
aircraft for Allied forces during the First 
World War. 

He is also regarded as a pioneer of sports 
aviation as many wealthy businessmen 
clamoured to get their hands on his planes 
for recreational flying. This led to him setting 
up several flight schools in England. 

By the time of his retirement from flying in 
1927, he was on hand to congratulate 
Charles Lindbergh on his transatlantic flight 
which took the aviation industry even far¬ 
ther across our skies. 

Many have attempted to follow in the foot¬ 
steps of Bleriot’s feat, including a re¬ 
enactment attempt in 1998 by his grandson. 

The year following Bleriot’s success, John 
Bevins Moisant became the first person to 
carry passengers on a plane across the 
Channel. But the first woman to fly across, 


Harriet Quimby, on April 16, 1912, received 
little media coverage as the Titanic had sunk 
the evening before. 

Fast-forward a century and you’ll still take 
a similar amount of time as Bleriot to tra¬ 
verse the Channel in around half an hour via 
the Channel Tunnel. 

It may not have quite the same romanti¬ 
cism as the flight pioneer’s mode of trans¬ 
port, but it’s surely a lot more comfortable 
than the cramped cockpit of an early-20th- 
century monoplane with a reputation for 
hard landings. 

Rather impressively, the original Bleriot XI 
plane still survives and is on display at the 
Musee des Arts et Metiers in Paris and a host 
of activities has been organised on both sides 
of the Channel to mark the 100th anniver¬ 
sary of the crossing. 

To celebrate the anniversary, the Channel 
Hop joint initiative has been created 
between Kent County Council and the Pas- 
de-Calais Conseil General. 

It includes events in both regions such 
as discovery trails for French and Eng¬ 
lish schoolchildren, art exhibitions and guid¬ 
ed walks. 

Among the celebrations on offer for aircraft 
fans will be this weekend’s Big Event in 
Margate, featuring a range of air displays, 
live music and fairground attractions. 

Plans are also in place for a historic air 
show and firework display in Dover on the 
weekend of July 25-26. This includes re¬ 
enactments from Bleriot XI planes and an 
RAF flypast.

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Princely sum of 
visit is slammed 

PRINCE Andrew has come under fire for 
using a helicopter to get to a golf course just 
outside Deal where he gave a talk. 

The Duke of York was criticised for not using 
a cheaper form of travel by Liberal Democrat 
MP Norman Baker, who said the public would 
demand the resignation of any politician who 
spent taxpayers’ money in this way. 

On Friday the Prince spent about an hour at 
the Royal Cinque Ports Golf Club, where he 
ate “a moderate amount” of canapes and spoke 
“entirely about golf”, according to The Daily 
Telegraph. He is a patron of the club. 

The helicopter containing Andrew, his body¬ 
guard, pilot and co-pilot took off from his Royal 
Lodge home in Windsor at 6.10pm and arrived 
at the course about 45 minutes later. 

He then made a short speech about the his¬ 
tory of the club and left after about an hour, 
flying back home. 

Making the journey by train would have 
taken three-and-a-half hours, but it would 
have cost just £30.70. Driving the 113 miles 
would have taken about two-and-a-half hours. 

The Royal Family spent £2.2 million on heli¬ 
copters last year, according to palace accounts. 

Mr Baker said: “If MPs used their travel 
expenses this way, the public would demand 
their resignation. 

“Recently Jack Straw exempted the Royal 
Family from Freedom of Information requests, 
but if the Royal Family is to spend public 
money they should be publicly accountable 
and show they are providing value for money.” 

A spokesman for the Prince said he would 
have missed the event if he had not used a hel¬ 
icopter because of his schedule that day. 

He said Andrew had finished a tour of a 
Marks and Spencer store in Sandhurst at 
4.15pm and pointed out that driving to the 
club would have also resulted in three police 
forces having to pay for escorts.

How did you first get involved with LD Lines?

Landlord's high hopes for 
Scarecrow of the South

A 100ft statue dubbed the Scare¬ 
crow of the South could soon be 
welcoming visitors to Romney 
Marsh and be seen as far away as 
France. 

Based on legendary fictional smuggler Dr 
Syn, the prospective landmark could be south 
Kent’s answer to Mark Wallinger’s White 
Horse monument to be built at Ebbsfleet - 
which has been called the Angel of the South. 

This would see Kent have two new tourist 
attractions to bring in visitors. 

The statue project is the brainchild of pub 
landlord and author Niko Miaoulis and artist 
Terry Anthony, who together have continued 
to promote the character inspired by Russell 
Thorndike’s novels. 

The idea is still in its early stages, but land 
has already been set aside for the statue at 
Haguelands Farm and informal discussions 
are taking place with Shepway council. 

Mr Anthony, whose paintings of Dr Syn have 
been used in novels and DVD covers, said the 
idea came about when he and Niko were dis¬ 
cussing how best to refurbish the 500-year-old 
Ship Inn. 

He said: “We were talking about creating a 
smuggling theme in the pub and there was a 
suggestion of a statue outside the entrance 
and it just grew from there. 

“Using statues as huge pieces of art seems to 
be in vogue at the moment and it’s just what 
the marsh needs. It’s not a rival to the horse in 
Ebbsfleet - that’s a long way away from here - 
but it would be an incredible draw. 

“It is an unusual idea. I’m pretty sure there 
will be objections, but 90 per cent of the people 
I’ve spoken to think it’s wonderful.” 


Landlord Mr Miaoulis, who has relaunched 
the Ship Inn as a shrine to the Dr Syn myth, 
said: “The story is firmly rooted in local 
history. The character itself can be traced back 
to the 1700s and is an amalgam of three differ¬ 
ent people. 

“The idea just snowballed and there’s been a 
huge groundswell of support. 

“The geography of the marsh lends itself 
to it. We can already see pylons and wind tur¬ 
bines, which are not exactly pretty, but this 
would be something meaningful for the 
marsh. 

“It would be a very public monument and 
will probably even be seen from France.” 

Initial estimates suggest the statue could be 
60ft-100 ft high but would not dominate the 
landscape in the same way as the wind tur¬ 


bines or pylons. By comparison, a turbine is 
about 400 ft in height. The statue would be 
made out of black stainless steel to withstand 
all weathers, with the maize maze site at 
Haguelands Farm touted as a possible location. 

Mr Anthony said last year’s DVD release of 
Disney’s 1964 film of the story, which starred 
Patrick McGoohan, had generated even more 
interest in the character’s mythology. 

He said: “If they commission a remake, it 
would be the icing on the cake. I’m not sure 
how they would do it, but the scarecrow could 
be silhouetted and would make for a fabulous 
backdrop.” 

Leading London theatre producer Mark 
Sinden and Chris Hogben, star of TV’s 
Bargain Hunt, have also thrown their support 
behind the project. 


BBC bids farewell

Both are 
said to be upset by the decision. 

The BBC’s head of region, Mick 
Rawsthome, said: “We know viewers will 
miss Bev and Geoff and I can assure the 
audience this decision was not taken light¬ 
ly. Both are excellent presenters in their 
own right and their warm, engaging, 
humorous partnership has been the back¬ 
bone of the programme for five years. 

“There have been some fabulous 
moments and I really want to thank them 
for all their hard work. 

“This move represents a development of 
the programme which covers an area that 
sits at the heart of some of today’s biggest 
stories.

Not in action were such giants of the 
European game as San Marino - actually 
ranked at 191 in the world, just below Bhutan 


and Macau, various offshoots of the old Asian 
part of the USSR and even places such as 
Luxembourg, who have always played in 
European qualification to no avail whatsoever. 

But I don’t feel smaller nations should be 
deprived of the chance to play in the World Cup. 

Cricket and rugby have offered the ideal 
solution. Have a preliminary tournament, 
with these countries in a group on their own. 

San Marino v Malta might be competitive. At 
least the players from both sides would improve 
in proper games, not one-sided massacres. 

They would learn to play together and attack 
- not just pack their own penalty area and try 
to foul anyone who makes a run at them. 

And if enough of these groups - such as 
another one for the Eastern Europeans - could 
be set up, the winners of each could play off. 

Then the winners of a sort of minnows world 
cup could have a shot at qualification for the 
tournament itself by playing the third-placed 
team in Oceania, or the fourth best side in 
Asia, or the runners-up from North America. 

That way they would actually have a realis¬ 


tic chance of playing in the finals themselves. 

Fans of mid-ranking countries may find this 
unfair, but at least the likes of Belarus, 
Norway and Latvia can compete against Italy, 
Holland and Germany. 

This appears so sensible, I wonder why it 
isn’t done. 

Oh yes, I realise now. 

Money. 

Every match played is a chance to get in a 
crowd to sell replica shirts, burgers and hot- 
dogs and have the TV rights haggled over. 

Also there is the vote - every country has 
one, so I don’t suppose the Maltese FA will miss 
out on the odd money-spinner against France. 

But a look at the wider picture might see 
their football progress to a point where it is 
worthwhile them playing the game and not 
getting thrashed eveiy time they take the field.

THE mention of Bohemia might 
have plenty of people in the UK - 
including even some seasoned trav¬ 
ellers - scratching their heads and 
reaching for the map of Europe. 

But after a visit to historic Prague, the capi¬ 
tal of the Czech Republic, I found it a great 
place to escape the hustle and bustle - all 
within a 90-minute drive from the city and its 
airport. 

From the converted 300-year-old farmhouse 
where we stayed in the village of Ujzed on the

edge of the Sumava National Park, we could 
walk all day through woods, hills and fields, 
seeing hardly another soul. 

For real outdoor enthusiasts, it’s possible to 
mountain-bike for more than 30 miles on 
undisturbed trails as far as the German border. 

Two hours after leaving our farmhouse 
retreat, a walk brought us to the former silver¬ 
mining village of Hory Matla Boz - it means 
Mountains of the Mother of God - where our

host, guide and interpreter Richard Eccles took 
us into the local inn, the sort of place where 
time seems to have stood still. 

I enjoyed a simple rustic meal of the delicious 
local soup kulajda, made of milk, cream, eggs, 
potato, cumin and dill, that arrived in a huge 
bowl and cost about 50 pence a head. It was 
washed down with a pint of beer costing 
about 65 pence. 

The area’s rich history is celebrated with 
joy in the fairytale town of Cesky Krumlov, 
about a 90-minute drive from the Ujzed 
farmhouse. 

Painstakingly-renovated houses and cot¬ 
tages line the winding cobbled streets, 
squares and courtyards of what is hailed as 
one of the best-preserved Renaissance 
towns in Europe, together with one of the 
world’s best two 17-century baroque the¬ 
atres. 

We ate in the welcoming cavem-like base¬ 
ment of the Satlav restaurant, where a 
huge barbecue grill warms the air. 

Traditional garlic soup comes with a loaf 
of bread serving as its bowl (£1.50), while 
the main course of pecene koleno - roasted 
pork knee, with mustard, horseradish, 
bread and potato pancakes (£6.50) - could 
just about feed a family of four. 

Beer fans will love Bohemia. The famous 
Pilsner Urquell brewery in Pilzen, produc¬ 
ing beer for more than 170 years, offers 
informative guided tours and has an excel¬ 
lent museum nearby with its own pub 
attached. 

We were taken to the Modra Hvezda 
Hotel in the picturesque town of Dobrany, 
where master brewer Petr Petrulasek, 42, 
single-handedly and lovingly produces 
40,000 litres of ale a year, all of it drunk in 
the hotel and restaurant’s own bars. 

At 11am the wood-panelled bar and din¬ 
ing rooms, dominated by the copper brew¬ 
ing vats, were almost full with workers 
taking their traditional early lunch. 

Petr produces his list of beers, ranging 
from a modest 3.8 per cent strength to an 
alarming 9 per cent special Christmas ale, 
and suggests we taste them all in turn. We 
opt for a more modest programme, bearing 
in mind the time of day. 

He saw us on our way with a glass of his 
speciality pivni palenka - a spirit distilled 
from one of his beers with a strength of 50 
per cent. Fortunately, we had a driver.

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FEEDER 

With 28 hit singles and 6 top ten albums, the mighty Feeder will be bringing the greatest hits from their 
multi-platinum selling back catalogue to the main stage at this year's Hevy Music Festival. 

Feeder formed in Newport, South Wales in 1992 by songwriter Grant Nicholas (vocals, guitar) and Jon Lee 
(drums), later joined by bassist Taka Hirose. The group's debut studio album 'Polythene' (1997) won the accolade 
of Metal Hammer magazine's #1 album of the year. It produced five singles including the song "High" which 
became Feeder's UK Top 40 breakthrough. Their second album 'Yesterday Went Too Soon' (1999), was their first 
appearance in the top 10 charts. 

Their third album 'Echo Park' (2001), spawned the hit single "Buck Rogers" and became their first gold certified 
album, followed by the platinum selling forth album 'Comfort in Sound' (2002). 

Their fifth album 'Pushing the Senses' (2005), became the band's highest charting release peaking at #2 and 
spawned a headline appearance at the Download Festival. The album's chart peak was matched a year later in 
2006 by their singles compilation, and gained the band another platinum certification in the UK. In June 2008, the 
band released their sixth album 'Silent Cry', followed by a main stage appearance at Reading and Leeds festivals, 
where they performed 3rd on the bill, before Metallica and Tenacious D. 


ASH 

First formed in 1992, childhood mates Tim Wheeler (guitar/vocals), Mark Hamilton (bass), and Rick "Rock" 
McMurray (drums) shared a love for the raw British punk of the Buzzcocks and crafted their musical talents to take 
the Brit-pop scene by storm at the start of the decade. NME was swooning over these 'teen punkers from Belfast', 
and by 1994 Ash had signed to Infectious Records to issue the Trailer EP later that fall. 


Their glossy youth was undoubtedly alluring, yet their Irish roots exuded a bit of an American flair similar to the 
likes of Pavement and the Lemonheads. They weren't even out of high school before three singles hit the Top Five 
in the U.K. indie charts. A year later marked Ash's full-length debut with '1977'. 

They were headlining major festivals - T in the Park, Glastonbury, Roskilde, and Reading - and playing countless 
club dates across the globe. Their next controversial album, 'Nu-Clear Sounds' (1998), had Garbage's Butch Vig 
(Smashing Pumpkins, Nirvana) at the mixing board which delivered a much darker record. 'Free All Angels' 
followed in April 2001, with 'Meltdown', the band's first stateside release for Record Collection, arriving in spring 
2005. In 2007 the group released 'Twilight of the Innocents', the album they claimed would be their last. 

Interestingly, however, they also assured their fans that they were not breaking up; instead, they would only 
release singles in response to consumer trends. 



GARY NUMAN 


An awe-inspiring career spanning over 30 years with 22 studio albums (3 No. Is), 19 live albums and 59 hit 
singles, the 'Godfather of Electro' and true living legend Gary Numan will join the main stage line-up for a rare 
festival appearance at this year's Hevy Music Festival. 

His first solo single 'Cars' spent weeks on the charts in 1980 and paved the way for an entirely new genre of 
'alternative' music. That seminal track helped usher in the synth pop era on both sides of the Atlantic, where he 
was a genuine pop star and consistent hitmaker during the early '80s. Even after new wave had petered out, 
Numan's impact continued to make itself felt; his dark, paranoid vision, theatrically icy alien persona, and clinical, 
robotic sound were echoed strongly in the work of many goth rock and industrial artists to come.

Peter Bolton King, chief executive of 
the National Federation of Property 
Professionals, said: “It’s no secret that 
Britons are obsessed with looking at 
property, but what this research sug¬ 
gests is that for some people it has 
become a full-time hobby.” 

Interest rates are held 

THE Bank of England has announced it 
is holding interest rates at 0.5 per cent 
for the third consecutive month. 

The level of interest was announced 
alongside a continued focus on quantita¬ 
tive easing. 

Housing market specialists were left 
unsurprised by the news, which had 
been predicted for some time. However, 
they added it was a good move.

Rent market for houses 
shows encouraging signs 
but flats lagging behind 


HOUSES and flats have gone in 
different ways in the rental mar¬ 
ket, with houses beginning to show 
the first signs of recovery. 

FindaProperty.com’s rental index for May 
discovered the average asking rent remained 
unchanged, despite being 5.5 per cent lower 
than last year, with signs the rental market for 
houses and flats was beginning to divide. 

A fall in house supply in the rental market 
was seen for the third consecutive month, as 
well as a modest rise in rents, while flats con¬ 
tinued to suffer from rising supply and falling 
rents. 

Properties were on the rental market for 16 
days longer than in May last year, with 
FindaProperty saying “there are early signs of 
recovery with monthly rental growth in the 
South East”. Rental yield fell slightly to 4.56 
per cent, with average yields now standing at

4.31 per cent for houses and 5.25 per cent for 
flats. 

Andrew Smith, head of the research, said: “A 
slowing in the increase of supply and signs 
that asking rents are beginning to stabilise 
indicate that we may be close to the bottom of 
the rental market. 

Full swing 

“However, the house and flat markets con¬ 
tinue to polarise, with houses starting to show 
a sustained recovery thanks to falling supply 
levels and rising prices, while the flat market 
seems to be lagging behind with increasing 
supply levels and asking rents that continue 
to fall.” 

In the capital, asking rents were experienc¬ 
ing a rise of 0.4 per cent for May, now standing 


at £1,630 pcm, compared with the average UK 
asking rent of £819. 

The largest month-on-month increase in 
rents was experienced in Scotland, where a 
rise of 0.9 per cent took the average asking 
rent to £693 per month. 

The West Midlands also experienced a 0.3 
per cent month-on-month increase in rental 
prices, which FindaProperty.com said was 
driven partially by a 1.9 per cent increase in 
rents for properties in Birmingham. 

Mr Smith said: “In line with the overall pic¬ 
ture of the UK rental market, there are some 
early signs of regional revival, with London 
and the South East leading the way in 
England, and Scotland also experiencing 
rental growth. However, there is still a long 
way to go until the recovery is in full swing. 

“All of the regions continue to show year-on- 
year rental declines and a number of regional 
cities are still registering double-digit falls in 
price.

IN one way the Mercedes-Benz 
SLK has been the top crop top 
since the original arrived in 1996, 
with an electric folding hardtop. 

Only recently have some two-seat roadster 
rivals matched this secure and all-year weath¬ 
er protection, but the Merc struggled for cred¬ 
ibility due to the first generation car’s limp 
driving experience. 

Fortunately, this image has been turned 
around by its 2004 replacement; while carry¬ 
ing over that clever roof - which makes the car 
look great when up or down - the SLK Mark 
II is sharper-suited with a front end inspired 
by the McLaren Mercedes SLR supercar. 

The interior is well arranged, though start¬ 
ing to look cheaper as newer rivals emerge; the 
more affordable 200 Kompressor (£29,445) 
entry model wears it better than the £36,580 
3.5-litre version tested here - especially when 
extras take the final bill to fifty-plus grand. 

But you forgive lots when you walk out to 
the SLK; it looks good and is easy to get into 
when you have waited a long time to realise a 
two-seat dream.

Once in motion, it feels solid even with roof 
down and the wind deflector - £210 extra, I’m 
afraid - and side windows allow easy conver¬ 
sation even at the legal motorway limit. 

For the SLK is that rare sports car truly 
suited to a long distance business meeting or 
weekend away; the folded roof steals boot 
space, but there is room for two decent-size 
soft bags - capacity drops from 300 to 208 
litres when the roof is retracted - and plenty 
of stowage inside the cabin. 

The £200 ‘Direct Steering’ pack on our car 
made the wheel a bit too light, but the SLK’s 
rear-driven chassis is beautifully-weighted 
and the optional sports chassis (£185) is set up 
to hug even tighter to comers, yet ride quality 
is excellent for this category. 

Past experience shows the test car’s 229bhp 
3,498cc V6 is probably the best power option, 
though the 200 Kompressor and awesome 5.5- 
litre V8 AMG mount strong arguments. 

However, the smooth V6 feels blunted some¬ 
what by the £1,575 seven-speed auto trans¬ 
mission. It changes smoothly, can be driven 
in manual mode and does not dent the car’s 
performance, but I wonder if it might be liber¬ 
ated more by a self-shifter?

Hess slays at Crabble 
despite Watford link

ANDY Hessenthaler insists he is 
focused on building his Dover Ath¬ 
letic squad for next season, following 
a week of speculation linking him to 
the vacant Watford manager post. 

Several bookmakers stopped taking bets last 
week on the Dover boss taking over at 
Vicarage Road after Brendan Rodgers left the 
club to join Reading. But Hessenthaler, who 
has never hidden his desire to return to 
Football League management, said he never 
had any contact from the Championship side. 


Hessenthaler, who played 195 times for the 
Hornets between 1991 and 1996, fast became 
one of the favourites for the Watford job, but the 
club’s directors instead were expected to plump 
for reserve boss Malky Mackay. 

Whites fans will be relieved the 43-year-old 
is staying at Crabble. Hessenthaler has been 
an instant success since joining Dover, win¬ 
ning consecutive Ryman South and Premier 
League titles. 

With his side set for an assault on the Blue 
Square South next season, Hessenthaler says 
he is concentrating on bringing more success 
to the town. 

Elsewhere, the Whites have added to their 
defence with the signing of former AFC 
Wimbledon central defender Jake Leberl. 

Hessenthaler said: “I am glad we have 
signed Jake. He is a player who comes to us 


with experience and he knows the club well 
after his previous spell at Dover. We are a 
fairly young side, especially now without Alan 
Pouton, so his experience will be key in the 
Blue Square South. 

“I have seen him play a few times and I 
remember he had a great game for AFC 
Wimbledon against us in the FA Cup last year. 

“He is not particularly tall for a centre-half, 
but I envisage him playing there as his primary 
position, even though he can play in midfield.” 

Hessenthaler is also in the market for a 
striker but says he may have to wait until the 
season begins before he can bring someone in. 

He said: “On the striker front I am in talks 
with a couple of players. We may have to be 
patient and wait. We have got a number of 
trialists coming down, so I will have a look at 
them in the next few weeks.”
